y_N the history of homes there are 
{ countless stories that have to do 

with rooms under the roof—ro- 
mantic confidences from old houses 
where the attic was no mean and bar- 
ren nook, but Treasure Trove, filled 
with relics of a bygone day; trunks of 
old costumes; love-letters; chests of 
baby clothes. And we still-lke to read 
these tales. 


But to-day who really meets such an 
attic—or even an unfinished “third- 
story” room? pace is far too precious 
to be thus squandered. Every nook 
and ¢erscny in the house is utilized. 
Ani, myre importent etiil, every tiniest 
corner is made beswtifut, for the ex- 
acting; standards of our per‘od tieravo 
QO excure to: ugliness. 

There must be order and charm in 
the garret. Modern rooms under the 
roof are no longer mausoleums for the 
family heirlooms, but livable apart- 
ments that are both colorful and gay; 
comfortable and convenient; even 
highly artistic—if we go about it in 
the right way. . 


‘At very little cost we may take tho 
Most unpromising attic, penthouse, 
or old-fashioned thira floor room and 
89 transform if that it becomes one of 
the favorite rooms of the house. Small 
details like unfinished or cracked and 
ugly walls need not trouble us greatly, 
For a lovely finished surface of pleas- 
ing texture can be obtained by merely 
applying over the rafters sheets vf 
beaver board, plaster board or one of 
the new insulating materials which 
come in practically the same form, 
These boards are quite inexpensive and 
are so easy to handle that the man of 
the house (or even a practical woman) 
can do the work alone; then the sur- 
face can be painted over, or papered, 
and inexpensive wood molding or lata 
applied to hide the joining in a panel 
treatment that is both artistic and 
economical. 

These finishes can also be applied 
to badly cracked or imperfect plaster 
Walls and treated as outlined at much 
less expense that that required for re- 
Plastering and redecorating, 

Rough attic floors or the worn floors 
of an old-fashioned house—or even the 
cold, hard cement floor of the modern 
Penthouse need not present an expen- 
sive problem in decoration in rejuven- 
ating the room under the roof. Each 
Season brings us more interesting—and 
more economical—composition floors 
and linoleums in plain tones or pat- 
terns showing most decorative color 
contrasts. - 

And on the’ question of furniture, 
the widest latitude is allowed us in 
making beautiful the attic room. We 
may make use of cast-off pieces from 
the better rooms of the house, secure 
in the knowledge that to-day’s gay 
paints and lacquers will turn the shab- 
biest old things into charming furnish- 
ings—provided they are reasonably 
good'in design. Or, if we have no col- 
lection of old things to start with, we 
may shop about in the unfinished fur- 
niture department of stores or in small 
specialty shops up and down Third 
and Lexington Avenues—having the 
best time about it, finding the most 
unbelievable bargains in discontinued 
designs and odd pieces. And then 
comes the painting. Almost any one 
can do it carefully and find the result 
entirely acceptable ‘for such an in- 
formal room. 

For draperies and upholstering we 
may descend to the basement or sale 
Section of the various stores and find 
there—at prices sometimes as low as 
18 and 25 cents—charming things in 
cretonne, chintz, coarse patterned linen 
and voile in short lengths. 

And here is where we can experiment 
with our own handiwork, Slip-covers 
and curtains, bed spreads, quilts and 
gay cushions are all within the range 
cf our capabilities, if we cannot wield 
a needle and sew a'straight seam. 

As a suggestion of what may be ac- 
complished, the photograph shows 
& charming scheme which could b 
worked out, with variations, if desired, 
for almost any room under the roof. 

The floor is covered with one of the 
modern composition materials in plain 
tones which make fine foundation for 
the. old hook rug in gay colors. The 
Seat under the dormer window doubt- 
less conceals a chest for Storage space—

ing guests; the retreat it provides ‘cr 
children on rainy days when ther best 
intentions fail to keep them from 
under foot; of the opportunity it af- 
fords you to work out decorative ideas 
you may hesitate to attempt in more 
costly materials, in more important 
rooms of the house. And in the case 
of cramped quarters, consider how 
easily you can add extra space by 
transforming the room under the roof 
from an unattractive waste area to one 
of charm and fascination for all who 
make use of it. 

This is a day of temptation for all 
who have attics.

To Prepare Parsnips 
ARSNIPS are not so well known to 
housekeepers as other vegetables 
and on account of the pro- 
nounced taste they are not in as high 
favor as some of the other root vege- 
tables. 

Like carrots they are sold in bunches 
when they first appear on the market 
and later by weight—a pound will be 
sufficient for a family of four. 

Patsnips may be bolied and creamed 
or they may be cut in slices after 
boiling and fried in butter or drip- 
Pings. Some cooks prefer to brown 


them in ham or bacon fat. They are 
often boiled’ with fat meat or roasted 
with the beef. They can be mashed 
with potatoes. or mashed alone and 
made into a Parsnips make a 
good soup and they combine nicely 
with carrots.

them out in the written spelling les- 
son. ’ 

Physical handicaps are the cause of 
many of the school failures. A child 
may be sick without any notice of the 
fact by any one. In both cases cited 
no one was aware of the physical de- 
fects in the respective children. 

We do not expect a sick child to do 
weli in school. Parents and teacners 
have a right to expect this and it ts the 
parents who must keep their children 
in good health and remove this handi- 
Cap to school progress when it exists. 

Good health is so important to the 
Proper educational development of the 
child that especial efforts are row be- 
ing made in New York City schools to 
perfect the health status of the pupils, 
but it requires home co-operation to 
really establish a school »f healuhy 
children. 


If your child has not attained high 
Proficiency in the examination tn 
school, by all means put him under 
the care of a physician. In due time 
you will probably note an improve. 
ment in his class standing.
